Gen. Guy V. Henry, now in supreme command in 
Puerto Rico, since Gen. Brooke left, is energetically get- 
ting civil matters into good shape, and has announced 
that resort to military force will be had only when abso- 
lutely necessary, and that soldiers who do not respect 
the civil authorities will be severely dealt with. 


President Orcutt is authority for the statement that 
while no definite arrangements have yet been concluded 
for the establishment of an immense ordnance plant at 
Newport News to work in conjunction with the shipyard 
that negotiations have proceeded so far as to promise 
practically the completion of the scheme. He says that 
with this plant located the firm would be able to build 
the finest war vessels complete with gune and all parts 
of their equipment. 

The report that the noted shipbuilding firm of Vickers’ 
Sone & Maxim, of Barrow-in-Furness, England, is about 
to purchase an interest in the Newport News shipyard, 
is partly confirmed by Mr. C. P. Huntington, who said: 
“Tt is not true, because the yard has not been sold as 
yet, but I have been in negotiation with the Messrs. Vick- 
ers’ Sons & Maxim, who have thought of taking a large 
interest in the plant and of establishing at Newport 
News, in connection with the shipyard, a very extensive 
plant for the manufacture of guns.” The gentlemen in- 
vestigating the plant are Messrs. Crossley, Dunn and 
Loewe. 











The Department of Transportation, of the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department is now called upon to face the difficult 
task of transporting from the Philippines all of the Span- 
ish soldiers who are now doing garrison duty at that 
place. According to the best informatiot! possessed by 
the War Department there are about 15,000 of them, 
which is not quite as large a force as we sent home from 
Santiago, but the great distance from this country to 
Manila makes the task both more difficult and more ex- 
pensive. The Government paid $513,860 to transport the 
Santiago prisoners to Spain. 


Orders will be issued from the War Department, with- 
in a few days sending six regiments of Regular infantry 
to the Philippine Islands to relieve the same number of 
Volunteer regiments. The War Department intends to 
order the discharge of these Volunteers as soon as they 
reach this country. The selection of the Volunteer regi- 
ments’ will be left entirely to Maj. Gen. Otis, command- 
ing at Manila. It is not possible to indicate with cer- 
tainty what Regular regiments will be ordered to the 
Philippines, but it is known that they will start from the 
United States about the first of the year. Two of the 
regiments are to be sent from New York on two of the 
large military transports just fitted out at Philadelphia. 
They will make the trip by the way of the Suez Canal. 





Maj. Gen. Wesley Merritt, U. S. A., Mrs. Merritt, and 
his Aide-de-Camp, Maj. L. H. Strother, sailed from Liv- 
erpool for New York, Dec. 10, on the Lucania, and are 
expected to arrive some day this week. When the Gen- 
eral left Governors Island for Manila at the beginning of 
the war, he left all his belongings in the way of furni- 
ture, ete., in his quarters at Governors Island, just as 
they were, and through his courtesy have been open to 
nse by the several Generals who have temporarily com- 
manded the Department of the East since he left. So the 
home is there ready if needed. At no place will he be 
more heartily welcomed back than at Governors Island, 
where he was very popular. 





Gen. BE, V. Sumner, commanding the Department of 
the Colorado, saye: “The commendable desire of com- 
missioned officers to go to the front, backed by personal 
applications which were in most cases apnroved, left the 
several posts without a sufficient number of officers for 
duty. Those left behind, who were compelled to do 
more than double duty, deserve great credit for the en- 
ergy displayed and the faithful performance of all re- 
quired of them, and whether at the front or in garri- 
son, the real character of the American soldier, the en- 
listed man, could not have been more clearly demon- 
strated. They all desired to go to the front, but not 
being allowed that privilege submitted to the inevita- 
ble, and, without a single case of insubordination, have 
quietly and consistently performed their duty at their 
several stations.” 








On the 25th day of December, 1799, there wae ratified 
by the United States a “Treaty of Peace, Friendship, 
Oommerce, and Navigation” between that country and 
the “Magnificent Pacha, Bey of Tunis.” The preamble 
to this treaty comprises the finest bit of “hifalutin” in the 
records of the State Department. Can anything grander 
than this be imagined? ‘God is infinite. Under the aus- 
pices of the greatest, the most powerful of all the Princes 
of the Ottoman nation who reigns upon the earth, our 
most glorious and most august Emperor, who cotmmands 
the two lands and the two seas, Selim Kan, the Victori- 
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ous eon of Sultan Moustafa, whose realm may God pros- 
per until the end of ages, the support of Kings, the Seal 
of Justice, the Emperor of Emperors, the most illus- 
trious and Most Illustrious and Most Magnificent Prince, 
Hamouda Pacha, Bey, who commands the Odgiak of 
Tunis, the abode of happiness and the Most Honored 
Ibrahim Dey, and Soliman, Aga of the Janissaries, the 
Chief of the Divan, and all the Elders of the Odgiak, and 
the Most Distinguished and Honored President of the 
Congress of the United States of America, the most dis- 
tinguished among those who profess the religion of the 
Messiah, of whom may the end be happy.” 








At a concert in Charleston, 8. C., given by the BExcel- 
sior Glee Club, Mr. Dickeley, who is a member of the 
U. 8S. Post Band on Sullivans Island, appeared in full 
uniform and produced the most fairy-like music from 
his beautiful instrument, being recalled twice by the 
audience. Then the chorus sang “The Star Spangled 
Banner,” a large part of the andience taking part, stand- 
ing, led by an officer of the U. 8S. A. in uniform. If the 
war with Spain had produced no other result than this 
revival of the national spirit, it was not fought in vain.

When the news of Gen. Leonard Wood’s promotion to 
Major General reached Santiago de Cuba there was 
great rejoicing. A press dispatch says: Anticipating the 
confirmation of the promotion, the Punta Gorda battery 
fired a salute of thirteen guns as the gunboat Hist, with 
Gen. Wood aboard, steamed past toward the wharves. 





Capt. Chester, of the cruiser Cincinnati, duplicated the © 


compliment. There was a large crowd of Cubans and 
Americans at the palace when Gen. Wood rode up with 
Capt. Young of the Hist, and he received an ovation. 
Congratulatory calls were made upon Gen. Wood all 
the afternoon and evening. Gen. Wood is very popular 
with the intelligent Cuban element, all the Spaniards 
and other foreigners residing in Santiago.

In a recent address by Mr. Charles Kingsbury Miller 
at Chicago, on the subject of legislation to prohibit the 
desecration of our national flag, he said: “The summer 
sun never sets on the brilliant folds of the American 
flag, which now floats from occident to orient. It has 
become the national colors of seven races of people, who 
speak half the dialects of the world, within the dominion 
of the United States. The forthcoming American geog- 
raphy will describe the populace in our enlarged posses- 
sions, to be composed of Spaniards, Portuguese, Chinese, 
Japanese, Malaynese, Mohammedans, Tagals, native Ha- 
waiians, Asiatic hybrids, and others. We cannot leave 
the respectful treatment of the national flag to the good 
taste of this heterogeneous people of widely different 
ideas and civilizations.” 





Capt. Mott explains that the attack on Manila was 
delayed because the fleet were none too well supplied 
with ammunition, “and the Admiral very wisely desired 
to keep enough in reserve to use on the Germans in case 
of necessity. The German Admiral had acted with such 
insolence during the whole crisis that, had we attacked 
and failed to take Manila, there were good grounds for 
believing that he would have carried his interference to 
the point where Adml. Dewey’s forbearance would cease 
and his guns be brought into play.” Through other 
sources comes this story that the German Admiral lined 
up his vessel, ship for ship, with Adml. Dewey’s squad- 
ron. Seeing this the English Admiral lined np with the 
German vessels. The German Admiral asked what the 
English intended to do in case he should open fire on the 
Americans, and was answered by the English Admiral 
that no one knew what he should do except himself and 
Adml. Dewey. This story when told at the dinner of 
the Military Order of the Loyal Legion on Wednesday 
night in New York, was greeted by the assembled veter- 
ans with cheers for England. 





Adml. Sicard, president of the Naval Promotion Board, 
submitted this week a report upon a plan for the reward 
of officers who distinguished themselves in the war, 
which, it is thought, will make it possible to show special 
recognition to one officer without causing othere to suf- 
fer in rank or number. The report has been referred to 
the Judge Advocate General, who will reduce the find- 
ings to the shape of a bill for presentation to Congress. 
The principle adopted will be to advance officers one 
grade, but to make that grade an additional number, so 
that the advancement will not result in the practical re- 
duction of other officers who had been ahead of them on 
the list. When promotion takes place in any grade 
which would leave a vacancy to be filled from a lower 
grade if the additional number were not in existence the 
additional number will not be considered as filling the 
vacancy but the promotion will take place from the lower 
grade. By this system all numbers below the officer ad- 
vanced for merit will receive advancement, but those 
above will not lose relative rank. It is thought that if 
Congress can be persuaded by the Navy Department to 
act on the measure this session that the idea contained 
in the bill may be applied to all those officers who dis- 
tinguished themselves during the war, except such as 
have already been rewarded by action of the Secretary of 
the Navy and the President. The Board has been at 
work on this subject for more than six weeks, examining 
the records, and reports submitted by commanding and 
flag officers, and has put them in shape to form the basis 
of speedy action in the matter as soon as Congress 
passes the necessary legislation.

Sampson, 
the naval representative of the Evacuation Commission, 
made a determined struggle to have this dock transferre/ 
to the United States with the other property of a perma. 
nent character, but he was overruled by his colleagues, 
who accepted the Spanish claim that the dock shoul 
be regarded as a ship and not ae stable property. Ther 
is every evidence that the dock will be bid upon by pri- 
vate concerns of this and other countries, and the Nav; 
Department is not pleased with the prospective loss o! 
this valuable structure.

Maj. Gen. Brooke, until recently the commanding of. 
ficer in Puerto Rico, arrived in Washington last Tuesday 
After having visited the President, Gen. Brooke went to 
the War Department, and was closeted for a long time 
with the Secretary of War and the Adjutant General, 
Immediately after the end of the conference it wis 
officially announced that Gen. Brooke had been appoint- 
ed military governor of Cuba, a position which carrie 
with it all the control over the military and civil 
branches of the island formerly exercised by the Cap- 
tain General under the Spanish rule. Each of the Cuban 
provinces will have its own military governor, just as 
the province of Santiago, has at present, in Maj. Gen. 
Wood, but each of these governors will be answerable to 
Maj. Gen. Brooke, the governor of the entire island. In 
Havana, Gen. Ludlow will be the governor of the city, 
subordinate to Maj. Gen. Lee, the governor of the prov- 
ince. The system of military control will be extended 
over the whole island as a preparation for orderly civil 
government. Gen. Brooke intends to assume his new 
duties as soon as he can organize his staff and forces. 
During the week he has been in constant consultation 
with the Acting Secretary of War and the Adjutant 
General of the Army. Such disturbances as have oc 
curred lately in the city of Havana may happen at any 
time, but the new military governor will take ever) 
means to prevent them. The United States Government 
realizes the obligation which rests upon it of keeping or- 
der in the entire island, and Gen. Brooke has been direct- 
ed to arrange an elaborate system of administrative ma- 
chinery to hold the disorderly elements in check and «e- 
cure a proper application of the laws. Gen. Ludlow is 
giving his attention to the organization of a semi-mili- 
tary force to relieve the present police of Havana and 
Capt. McCullagh, late of the New York Police Depart: 
ment, has gone there to take part in the work. 





Since our diplomatic methods at Paris have aroused 
comment from an Ambassador, it is worth while to read 
what an “Bvening Post” correspondent has to say of 
the men and feeling our Commission had to encounter: 
“Anglo-Saxons will have some trouble in comprehending 
that Sagasta and Duke Almodovar at Madrid and their 
Commissioners at Paris truly represented the feelings 
and ideas of the immense majority of their fellow-coun- 
trymen, and, what is more, were themselves sincere 
when they started to negotiate under the impression 
that the Washington preliminary peace protocol of Au 
gust 12 could be discussed, explained, developed and 
challenged, just as lawyers frequently attempt to do 
with some obscure text of law that they naturally want 
to turn to the advantage of their clients. The Ameri- 
can Commissioners found at every step that the two 
leading members of the Spanish Commission, its Presi- 
dent Sefior Montero Rios, a learned jurisconsult, the 
Minister of Justice, and Sefior Garnica, also a lawyer 
and Judge of the Madrid Supreme Court, were laboring 
under the delusion that they could approach the protocol 
much as they at the bar might have questioned thie 
meaning of a statute. It does not seem to have struck 
them any more than it had their Government and na- 
tion, that the conditions laid down in the preliminary 
protocol were the sine qua non terms, once for all plainly 
put in black and white and assented to by the vanquishi- 
ed, which the victor had imposed before he consented 
to suspend hostilities and entertain the suggestion of 
negotiations for a definite peace treaty.”

{HB MeCLELLAN REORGANIZATION BILL. 


H. R. 11087 is @ bill “for the reorganization of the 
Army of the United States and for other purposes in- 
troduced by Mr. McClellan, Dec. 12, 1898. It is the Hull 
pill with certain important’ modifications. As compared 
with the Hull bill it gives the Army 15 regiments of cav- 
alry instead of 12, and 50 regiments of infantry in- 
stead of 30. It reduces the number of Captains in a 
regiment from 15 to 14, by consolidating the offices of 
Regimental Quartermaster and Regimental Commis- 
sry, Which is a wise change. It gives a troop of cav- 
alry 8 Corporals instead of 6, and 83 privates instead 
of 62, as in the Hull bill. It reduces the number of 
corps for a company from 2 to 1. It substitutes for the 
wr “Coast Artillery” that of Fortress Artillery. An 
infantry company is given 6 Sergeants, 12 Corporals, 1 
artilicer and 84 privates, instead of 8 Sergeants, 16 Cor- 
porals, 2 artificers and 112 privates. It provides “that in 
‘ime of war the President may increase the enlisted 

rength of each company to not exceeding 145 men. 
ror the Sth Section of the Hull bill the following is sub- 


stituted: 

sec. 5. That all vacancies created or caused by the pro- 
visions of this act shall be filled by promotion according to

In the staff the McClellan bill provides for a general 
stall, a Judge Advocate’s Department, a Quartermas- 
‘ers Department, a Subsistence Department, a Meaical 
Department, a Pay Department, a Corps of Engineers, 
an Equipment Department, 30 post Chaplains and the 
Chief of the Record and Pension Office.

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ORGANIZATION OF SEACOAST ARTILLERY. 


To man the modern seacoast guns now in place would 
require a minimum of thirty thousand men. This allows 
no supernumeraries and no reserve. There are guns yet 
to be mounted; and there are the mines and torpedoes to 
be provided for. It is out of the question to expect such 
2 number of men in peace for the coast defence. The 
coast artillery will then have to do as they do in the 
Navy—keep as many of the forts as possible in “commie- 
sion,” that is, fully manned, and the others “in reserve” 


(taken care of by detachments). 

A modern fort resembles, in many respects, a modern 
battleship; it has the same kind of guns, it has its steam 
and electric plants, complex machinery, and delicate in- 
struments of precision, which require a high order of 
intelligence, ucation, and skill to effectively operate. 
Constant practice is essential; every man having his per- 
manent assignment, with which no other duty must be 
allowed to interfere. We cannot have a man for guard 
one day, for police the next, and for drill the next, as is 
now the case. It would be as absurd ae to alternate the 
engineer and the fireman of a locomotive, or to change 
them both from day to day. The entire routine (now in- 
fantry) of the artillery post must be changed to an artil- 
lery routine, which means the substitution of an artil- 
lery for an infantry organization. 

lorts may consist of one battery or of many batteries. 
Batteries of two, three, four, five, six, seven and sixteen 
guns, The guns vary from machine and rapid fire to 16- 
inch seacoast ordnance. It is manifestly impossible to 
have a fixed strength regiment or battalion that could 
adapt itself to all forts; or a fixed strength company, for 
all batteries. They would be too large for some and too 
small for others, and it would be the merest accident if 
they would fit any at all. 

The remedy is a flexible organization like the Navy's, 
viz., a corps or department of so many officers, non-com- 
missioned officers, privates, etc., of the different grades; 
and to each fort would be assigned the proper quota as 
per drill regulations; this would const.tute a fort fully 
inanned. he Mobile Artillery (field, siege, mountain, 
ete.), belongs to the Army proper, and has nothing to do 
with coast defence. Its organiaztion should therefore 
be an organization for the field, viz.: Regiments, battal- 
ions and companies of fixed numbers. The needs of the 
coast artillery are: 

Separating seacoast from field and siege. 

2. Making seacoast artillery a department or a corps, 
and organize into regiments, battalions and companies, of 
varying strength, according to the needs of the fortress, 
fort, and battery they are to man respectively. 

3. Making pay and classification of non-commissioned 
officers and privates, same as in Engineer Corps. 

4. Enlistment of not to exceed one mechanic, and one 
electrician for each fort, and four each for the mine ser- 
vice—pay and allowances same as Ordnance Sergeant. 

5. One cook and one assistant per fifty men or fraction 
thereof. 

6. Transfer of mines and torpedoes from engineer to 
coast artillery. 

7. Provision for a sufficient number of retirements (vol- 
untary or compulsory) each year so as to have the dif- 
ferent grades filled by officers whose ages do not unfit 
them for their duties. So far from being an increased 
expense, this would result in a saving. The retired list 
would consist of a larger number of officers, but most of 
them would be in the lower grades, receiving less pay. 
Those on the retired list fit for service, should be held 
as a reserve to be called on when their services are re- 
quired. College details, etc., should come from this list, 
thus leaving the officers of the active list for their more 
legitimate duties. This measure should be applied to the 
entire Army. 

8. Fort Monroe should be made a practical school of 
gunnery and mine and torpedo service. In addition to 
this an artillery officer requires the instruction that is 
given at the Naval War College and if it could be ar- 
ranged so that as many as 25 officers of artillery could 
receive instruction there, a great need would be met in 
the best possible way.

Army and Navy Journal, Nov. 26, we oe ann ds Pin 
it is correct with the exception of one enlisted man of the 
Signal Corps wounded at Caney, who was omitted. One 
of the footings, 60 officers wounded at Juan, was a 
misprint for 69. H. L. B.’s criticism published in the 
Journal Dec. 10, was correct perhaps in so far as on 
two officers killed were assigned in the table to the 6 
Infantry, when the regiment really lost four, but the ta- 
ble gives two brigade officers killed and though it might 
have been better to complete the table by a footnote, 
showing the rank and regimental! or other assignment of 
the seven officers tabled as casualties in the etaff, the 
table itself is correct in its numbere and official distribu- 
tion of casualties. It agrees with the records of the De- 
partment. We compared the table with the published re- 
porte that give names of officers wounded or kaJed and 
found discrepancies which we learn were due to incor- 
rect reports, the possibility, and strong probability, of 
which in the confusion that always follows a battle our 
readers appreciate fully. The table gives in numerical 
form only the results of the fullest knowledge the De- 
partment possesses,

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THB OLD NAVY AND THE NEW. 


One of the most interesting articles of the many our 

sailors and soldiers are now contributing to the litera- 
ture of the Spanish war is the one by Commodore Fran- 
cis J. Higginson, appearing in the fifteenth anniversary 
number of the New York “Independent.” It is entitled 
“Two Wars Within One Lifetime,” and contains some 
interesting comparisons of the new methods of naval 
warfare with the old, from which Commodore Higgin- 
‘son has parted with regret, as have other sailors of his 
time. Ruskin says in his ‘Harbors of England,” “For 
one thing this century will, in after ages, be considered 
to have done in a superb manner, and one thing I think 
only. * * * It will always be said of us with un- 
abated reverence, ‘They built ships of the line.’ Take it 
all in all, a ship of the line is the most honorable thing 
that man, as a gregarious animal, has ever produced.” 
In a similar syirit Commodore Higginson says: 

“In point of comfort and beauty the battleship of '61 
was far and away ahead of those of to-day. No one 
who has ever seen the gun deck of one of our old steam 
frigates will ever live to see an equal combination of 
power and beauty. The long row of nine-inch guns, each 
radiant in black and gold, sweeping from the cabin door 
up a gentle sheer to the bow, and held in leash on Sun- 
days by a snow-white cord running from breech to 
breech, accentuating the line of the battery as well as 
keeping all visitors from loitering between the guns, was 
a sight long to be remembered. At is was the last of 
the old gun decks so famous in naval story, so it was the 
best, and I look back upon it now in all its superb power 
and beauty, in fond remembrance not unmingled with re- 
gret. A bealitifully adorned parade in port, a shelter 
from the weather at sea and in battle, a splendid array 
of ‘sea power,’ where gun spoke to gun and where the 
electrical shout of comradeship and encouragement run- 
ning from man to man along the peopied deck with con- 
tagious enthusiasm, was a stimulus to victory impossible 
to obtain in the modern system, where one turret knows 
not what the other turret doeth. tin) 

“In a modern battleship the captain is condemned to 
imprisonment during action in a steel conning tower 
ten inches thick and six feet ten inches in diameter, com- 
pared with which the prison of the Man with the lron 
Mask was a palace. : 

“] tried the conning tower in the Massachusetts dur- 
ing the first bombardment of Santiago, but soon aban- 
doned it for the bridge, finding it dithcult to grasp all 
the varying conditions of the action from the narrow 
peep-holes often blanketed by thick smoke, One did 
not feel really in touch with the action or with his own 
ship in such a position, and the movements of the men 
were controlled by an unseen spirit. Uf course, when 
in close action with another ship and a hailstorm of rap- 
id-fire and machine guns is falling upon your vessel, it 
would be unwise not to seek its shelter, but from great 
gun fire alone 1 prefer to do as we did in the Civil War 
and to take my chances on the bridge in the open. Other 
commanding officers thought the same way, and at the 
bombardment of San Juan Captain Taylor sat upon the 
bridge of the Indiana calmly smoking a cigar. On boara 
the New Orleans, where the guns were in broadside and 
no turrets, a fore and aft bridge enabled the commanding 
officer to see the whole battery in action and to encour- 
age his men by his presence. She was, I think, the best 
armed and smartest vessel of the class that we had in 
the late war, and in the hands of her energetic command- 
ing officer, Captain Folger, she did some remarkably 
fine shooting at Santiago. ; ; 

“In regard to the work upon the men in action, the 
modern conditions are much more trying than in ‘61. 
lt is true that formerly everything was done by hand 
power; but united hand power, it not so enduring or 
accurate as machinery, is certainly much more joyous, 
and was operated in light and fresh air and plenty ot 
room. ‘To-day the majority of men in a battleship are 
shut up in a tight steel box in which are immense boilers 
heating the atmosphere to a stifling temperature and 
where they can only hear but cannot see. They work 
away in their aang dungeon without any inspiring 
vision to lighten their labors. * * * <i 

“In order to realize the exhausting condition under 
which men fight in a modern battleship it is only nec- 
essary to see them, when the hatches are opened after 
action, pour up from below, perspiring and half naked; 
to see with what relief they breathe the fresh air and 
how eagerly they run to have a look at the battery or 
ship which has been engaged. I have often watched the 
men on board the Massachusetts passing up from below 
through the hatchways after action, many of them of 
fine physique, and thought with sadness how few of them 
could possibly be saved in case of a sudden death blow 
from a torpedo or ram. Modern science, with all its 
tremendous resources and increase of power, has not 
lightened the conditions under which the men labor dur- 
ing action. The modern rey are, of course, far more 
powerful and accurate and of much greater range than 
the old smooth bores, and gun fire still remains supreme 
in spite of ram or torpedo. Farragut’s axiom that the 
best defence against an enemy is the fire of your own 
guns still holds good. Yet I cannot pass by the magniti- 
cent smooth bore ordnance of '61 without paying tribute 
to the genius of its creator, Admiral Dahigren. * * * 

“These guns were created and died without a chance 
of fulfilling their real mission at sea except in the case 
of the Kearsarge and Alabama, where, with ship against 
ship, they showed clearly their terribly destructive 
power. ut the proper business of warships is to fight 
other ships at seas, and battery fighting is poor work at 
best, and is uncongenial and unsatisfactory, as we found 
at Santiago and through the Civil War. a 

“Who that witnessed it will ever forget that magnifi- 
cent and terrible bombardment of Fort Wagner all 
through that hot summer afternoon on July 18, 1863, 
with the Army looking on from the trenches? It seemed 
as if nothing would be left of the fort after the work of 
those ll-inch guns. Sixty-five heavy guns and eight 
mortars shook the air with their thunder for eleven con- 
secutive hours, the shot and shell burst and tore up the 
ground at the rate of twenty-seven a minute. Yet, al- 
though silence the fort was virtually uninjured, and 
when at dusk the Army stormed they met with resist- 
ance and defeat. How different were the results when 
we got down to our legitimate business with the Spanish 
fleet. 

“Our modern ordnance is due to the patient, scientific 

work of Rear Admiral. Sicard, whom I regard as the 
ablest ordnance officer living. His guns are superb in 
thelr great power and accuracy and safety, and in_all 
their use on board ship no defect has been developed in 
their system of construction. 

“There was no more important part of our naval renais- 
sance than the manufacture and construction of our new 
rifled ordnance, and the country can never be too grate- 
ful to the officers who carried it through to a successful 
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and safe conclusion. In this connection too much praise 
cannot be given to the broad statesmanship of Secretary 
Whitney for the establishment of the Bethlehem armor 
plant and gun f at the Washington Navy Yard. 

“As illustrative of the patient, conscientious way in 
which Sicard worked in constructing these guns, never 
advancing a single step without careful experiment and 
calculation, or asking for any more appropriations taan 
he had actual need of, it is related that once he was of- 
fered a grant of a million dollars from Congress, when 
he re : “No, no; I have all the money 1 want this 
year. 

“Perhaps the most important change in our modern 
Navy after gun and armor is the introduction of elec- 
tricity on board ship. 

“In regard to the personnel, I think the crews of the 
ships of the present day are much superior ‘in intelli- 
gence and morale to those of the Civil War. Our ap- 
prentice system and schools of instruction for seamen 
at the Washington gun foundry, the torpedo station at 
Newport, and the gunnery course recently established 
have given us petty officers of fine character and ability 
who have raised the standard of intelligence in the Navy 
far above that of the Civil War. 

“The Navy ration has been recently much improved, 
and the mess tables of the men are much better supplied 
than formerly. ‘Che Navy has never lacked in the spirit 
which animates a crew to rejoice at the prospect of bat- 
tle or in the drill and exercise which makes the work of 
battle easy and familiar to them, 

“Sailors get very much attached to their guns, and 
after a good shot will pat them affectionately and say 
‘Good boy.’ On board the Massachusetts the sailors 
christened the guns in the forward turret ‘Ben Butler’ 
and ‘John L, Sullivan’ as representing the fighting 
qualities of that State.” 

Commodore Higginson closes his article with an argu- 
ment in favor of the adoption of a building programme 
by the present Congress. Our present Navy is only a 
sample of what we should have if we are to invite ag- 
gression by spreading ourselves over the earth. 

“We cannot always depend upon England to ‘hold off’ 
other nations from interfering in our affairs, and the 
country should hasten to prepare itself against the time 
when England will be too busy ‘holding off’ her own 
enemies to render us any assistance, and when, if not 
ungrateful, we might reciprocate past favors. We should 
certainly be as ready tou give as to receive.” 

_“Another needed improvement is the creation of a Na- 
tional Naval Reserve from our seafaring population. If 
this country expects to hold its own against the trained 
navies of other countries it has got to meet them with 
men equally expert, and the injection of landsmen into 
a ship’s 94 is, whatever their spirit, a source of 
weakness and is like uring water into wine. Sailors 
cannot be made in a day or a year, and must be, from 
long habit, accustomed to the sea and to ships to be of

SPEARS’S NAVY IN THE WAR WITH SPAIN. 

Mr. John R. Spears, whose “History of Our Navy” is 
well known to our readers, has written an additional 
volume on “Our Navy in the War with Spain,” which 
Charles Scribner's Sons publish this week, It opens 
with a discussion of the causes of the war and the first 
chapter, which gives a rapid review of Cuba's history 
since 1814, is a vigorous exposition of the misgovern- 
ment which made the continuance of Spanish rule im- 
possible. The case of the Aspinwall is explained in such 
a way as to show the foolish reliance upon subtlety 
which has had its just rebuke in the downright attitude 
of our Peace Commission at Paris toward the Spaniards. 
It exhibits also the contemptuous diplomacy of Sagasta 
toward our Government, and it is difficult even now to 
read the story without indignation. We have had much 
to bear during the unformed youth of our growing na- 
tion, and Sagasta seemed to think he could imitate the 
English in presumption. The story of the Virginius has 
been told so often that it is not necessary to recall it. 

Our Navy had then reached its lowest ebb. ‘Lhe 
progress in shipbuilding, guns, armor and machinery had 
already left our vessels of the war era far behind in type, 
and the professed determination of Congress to reduce 
our Naval power completed its decay. Mr. Spears hints 
that we were timid because we did not go to war for 
the Virginius, but it is hard to see why a country that 
had disarmed itself deliberately should start up in wrath 


because it was snubbed. That is but the natural con- 
sequence of such folly. If we were to return to that 
inconceivable policy now the result would be probably 
not an insult merely, but blows we could not recover 
from in decades. e have changed places with Spain 
since that day, and she is not only swallowing humilia- 
tion, but losing parts of her empire she held very dear. 

Secretary Robeson’s efforts to reconstruct the Navy 
by stealth seem to excite our author’s wrath more than 
the contemptuous attitude of Spain, but Robeson was 
inerely the agent of Congress. e did everything Con- 
gress would allow him to do, and it is futile to pretend 
that our legislators were not informed of his intentions. 
It is true that the ships we got in that way were simply 
reconstructed “back numbers,” “and they were in no 
point superior to other ships already in existence. As 
a whole the tide of the Navy still ran ebb,” says Mr. 
Spears. He is a good American, for when we did make 
a beginning the purchase of plans abroad arouses his 
wrath again. “The employment of Hessian Naval archi- 
tects was at least as great an evil as the employment of 
Hessian crews to man the cunemtee ships would have 
been,” he thinks, but when we bought the New Orleans 
we got something for our money that eleven years of 
constant gun making and study of ordnance had not pro- 
duced in this country. In hull and machinery there is 
no great difference from our own vessels, though she is 
a knot faster, “but when we come to compare the guns, 
which are of the latest British make, we find a tremen- 
dous difference,” says Mr. Spears; and “the writer re- 
members that the Naval officers at Key West used to 
talk about those guns in March with a degree of respect 
that was not appreciated by the unlearned, but when 
she arrived one look at the New Orleans with her guns 
looking (for leneth) like old-time spars sticking from her 
sides, was enough to awaken awe as well as reverence.” 
This is somewhat fervid, but it is a fact that in buying 
the New Orleans we not only got a good ship and good 
guns, but a great awakening that some branches of our 
services needed. 

We cannot now go into a lengthy discussion of Mr. 
Spears’s book. As he aims to make the story of the war 
complete to the non-professional reader, there is some 
repetition of matters from his history in the parts of the 
resent work that relate to the building of our Navy. 
Ve welcome the book as a prompt exposition by a com- 
petent hand of the stirring Naval events which are so 





recent. The advance sheets which we have seen carry 
the story only to the fight in Manila Bay, but that and 
the less important affairs in Cuba which it are 
described carefully. The book is not exclusively profes- 
sional, On the con , it belongs to that class of pop- 
ular works which we believe are more and more wel- 
comed after all the descriptive gush of ignorant news- 
paper men, books written in untechnical language and 
yet written correctly.

THE GEORGIA PEACE CELEBRATION. 


President McKinley has taken Atlanta by storm, which 
is more than Gen, Sherman could do in 1863. The cor- 
respondent of the New York “Sun,” writing from Atlan- 
ta, Dec. 14, says: “One little sentence in his short ad- 
dress before the Legislature this afternoon carried him a 
long way into the affections of the South. He eaid: “The 
time has now come when we should share with you in 


the care of the graves of the Confederate soldiers.’ The 
scene that instantly followed was almost indescribable. 
Every one in the Representatives’ chamber sprang to his 
feet and a wild yell that passed beyond the bounds of 
cheering burst from several hundred Southern throats. 
Staid members of the Georgia Legislature who had 
looked at the President with a mild air of hostility when 
he began to speak embraced each other, shook one anoth- 
er’s hands and encouraged one another to let out a little 
louder yell. It was several minutes before President Mc- 
Kinley could continue, and when he did so an aged Geor- 
gian Representative had pressed forward to the Speak- 
er’s desk and was hanging over its rail with parted lips 
and staring eyes, unwilling to lose one word of a 

so remarkable.” In answer to continued calls, Gen. 
Wheeler followed President McKialey with a short ad- 
dress in which he spoke in the highest terms of the Presi- 
dent’s conduct of the war.

We are too quick to 
condemn; we are slow to remember that these patriotic 
men cannot within a week, a month, aye, less than a 
year, be educated to the point where the soldier’s obliga- 
tions to them are paramount. I dwell particularly on two 
Volunteer regiments, the 71st New York and the 2d Mas- 
eachusetts, for the reason that these two regiments were 
the two Volunteer regiments and the only Volunteer regi- 
ments, except the Ist Volunteer Cavalry (Rough Riders), 
present with the Regular forces that played any impor- 
tant part in the battles in and about Santiago. 

“I have sincerely regretted that these two regiments 
were taken away from my brigade, not that they were 
placed under the command of Gen. Lawton, but that they 
were brought into action before they had attained that 
confidence in their company and regimental officers that 
is necessary to success in an engagement. Understand 
me distinctly, that I am not criticising the action of these 
regiments under fire. There is no better material in 
these United States than could be found in these two 
regiments, but they lack the instruction and the training 
necessary to success in the extreme hour of trial. With 
our limited force in that expedition, it was necessary to 
call upon these two regiments. but they were called upon 
too soon. They were not fitted for the work.”

LOSS OF THE MARIA TERESA. 


The findings of the Court of Inquiry in regard to the 
loss of the Infanta Maria Teresa, the Spanish cruiser, 
raised and repaired off the Cuban coast by the United 
States Government, made public on Dec. 6, finds the 
ship was prepared for sailing under ordinary conditions, 
but was not in a fit condition to encounter heavy 
weather. The court states that Lieut. Comdr. Ira Har- 
ris, U. S. N., was in charge of the Government em- 
ployees, enlisted men and Cubans, on board the Infanta 


Maria Teresa at the request of the representative of 
the Merritt and Chapman Derrick and Wrecking Com- 
pany, to assist the said company in taking the ship to 
Norfolk, Va. That the voyage was favorable until the 
morning of Nov. 1, and that the powies against a heavy 
head sea opened leaks in the vessel, which had not been 
discovered in smooth water, causing an infiow of water 
which could not be cleared by the pumps. The report 
states further that it appears that the failure of the 
pumps to clear the ship was due, in a measure, to the 
ueglect of the people in charge to ‘properly clean out the 
bilges before starting. In concluding its findings, the 
court is of the opinion that the assumption of command 
by Lieut. Comdr, Ira Harris, after the decision to aban- 
don the ship had been communicated, was necessary 
and preper under the circumstances, and his conduct on 
the occasion under the trying conditions, is to be com- 
mended. The court is also of the opinion that Lieut. 
George P. Blow, in charge of the Vulcan, acted prop- 
erly in casting off the wreck after the transfer of her 
crew had been accomplished. Holding on to the Teresa 
a the night in her supposed sinking condition 
would have been imprudent at least. Lieut. Blow ren- 
dered all the assistance possible during the abandon- 
ment of the Teresa. The court is of the further opinion 
that during the abandonment of the Maria Teresa the 
Leonidas rendered such assistance as was called for, the 
evidence showing that during the violent gale prevail- 
ing the Leonidas was partly unmanageable. inally, 
the court finds that the abandonment of the steamer 
Infanta Maria Teresa was in no wise due to fault or 
negligence on the part of any officer of the Navy, and 
is of the opinion that no further proceedings should be 
had in the matter.

LAST ENGAGEMENT IN PUERTO RICO. 


The last engagement of the Spanish-American War on 
this side of the Atlantic took place on August 13 be- 
tween Gen. Schwan’s Brigade of Gen. Miles’s Puerto 
Rican Army and a detachment of the enemy. The fol- 
lowing is the official report of Gen. Schwan’s Brigade, 
as given in the report of the Maj. Gen. Commanding: 
“On August 9 Gen. Schwan’s command advanced from 
Yauco westward, occupying successively the important 
towns of Sabana Grande, San German, Lajas, Cabo 
Rojo, and Hormigueros, finally entering the city of 
Mayagiiez, after a sharp engagement on August 10 near 
Hormigueros, in which a strong force of the enemy was 
engaged. In this action, in which artillery, infantry 
and cavalry were admirably employed, the Spanis 
forces, although strongly posted on ground of their own 
selection, and skilfully disposed, and being equal in 
strength to our own, were routed with severe loss, while 
our own loss was but one killed and sixteen wounded. 
The enemy was pursued toward Lares, which town 
would have been occupied — 13 by our troops had 
not the order to suspend hostilities been received. Near 
this place, at the crossing of the Rio Prieto, the advance, 
under Col, Burke, overtook the enemy, inflicting upon 
him a heavy loss in killed, wounded, and drowned. 
From August 7-15 Gen. Schwan’s troops marched 92 
miles, occupied nine towns, made prisoners of war of 
162 Regulars (including the Commander of the Military 
Department of Mayagiiez), captured and paroled 200 
Volunteers, captured much valuable material, and clear- 
ed the western part of the island of the enemy. Great 
credit is due to the troops who composed and the Gen- 
eral who commanded the expedition for well-sustained 
and vigorous action in the face of most trying condi- 
tions.” This engagement occurred twelve hours later 
than that at Manila. 





CAPTAIN ALLYN CAPRON. 


A Volunteer at Santiago says, in the New York “Sun,” 
that the personality which most impressed him was that 
of Capt. Allyn Capron, Sr. “I saw a great deal of him 
and his men. Capt. Capron was a short, broad-shoul- 
dered, stockily-built man with iron-grap hair. Evidently 
between 50 and 60 (he was 53). He was straight as a 
ramrod. He had a neck like a bull, the back of a wrest- 
ler and a head that was a cube. His men danced when 
he gave a command, but never tired of bragging about 
him. One of his privates said to me: ‘When a thing 
goes wrong the old man may cuss the entire battery into 
a hemorrhage, but he never sticks a decent man in the 
guardhouse or gets him fined.’ Capt. Capron always 
appeared pleasant with the enlisted men of the Volun- 
teers. He usually had a cheery ‘good day’ for them. He 
would stop and respond to a remark or question that 
was respectfully put. But he looked on them as a lot 
of promising young cubs.. Hie own men he treated as if 
they were a herd of full- -grown, roaring lions seeking 
that which they might devour. His sim lest order was 
delivered in a hoarse bellow. Not that his men were a 
neisy lot, for they were ae ged silent and self-con- 
tained. But they one and all seemed to approve of Ca- 
pron’s attitude toward them. Big, brawny and hairy- 
chested, they were in comparison with the Volunteers 
like a lot of untamed grizzly bears beside a litter of 





white mice. And they seemed happy to be treated as 
grizzlies by Dageen. At the engagement at Las Guaei- 
mas, Capt. Allyn K. Capron, of the Rough Riders, son 


of Capt. Capron, Sr., was killed. His was left for 
a time where it fell. His hat was placed to cover his 
face and a black rubber poncho thrown over the body. 
Only the rough, mud-clotted shoes protruded from be- 
neath the poncho. Word was sent to Capt. Capron, Sr., 
and he soon reached the scene of the engagement. ite- 
faced, but upright, he stood for a moment looking down 
at that black, forbidding outline in a by-path of a thicket 
—all that remained of the last of three promising sons. 
Stooping, he lifted the hat from the dead boy’s face and 
gazing at him with moist eyes, said: ‘Well done, boy! 
Then replacing | the hat he turned on his heel and march- 
ed etiffly away.”

very able head of that Department. He adds that Lieut. 
Benson’s labors. have been attended with marked suc- 
cess, notwithstanding the distractions due to the breaking 
out of the war with Spain.

TRANSPORTATION BY SBA. — 

It is to be hoped that Congress will give prompt at- 
tention to the recommendation of the Seeretary of the 
Navy that the transport service of the United States be 
placed under the supervision of his Department. This 
accords with the practice of foreign governments and we 
can see no possible objection to adopting it except such 
as is due to unreasoning prejudice against innovation. In 
1885, we think it was, the late Gen, W. T. Sherman 
called attention to the fact that no plan had been adopted 
for transporting troops to Cuba in the case of war with 
Spain, which threatened at intervals for many years be- 
fore it actually occurred. The question of providing 
Army transports was referred to the Naval Board of 
[nspection of Merchant Vessels, which continued on duty 
up to 1890. The board sitting in New York presented 82 
elaborate reports, showing in minute details the adapta- 
bility and availability for Government service of al! 
kinds of merchant marine vessels visiting this port. Full 
information was given in regard to such vessels as were 
available for Army transports, showing the number of 
troops of all arms, each could carry, with their arms, 
equipments, commissary, quartermaster and medica! 
stores, etc., the estimates of the board being based upon 
English experience. The vessels that might be used for 
hospital ships were also reported upon and details were 
given of the changes required to make them thoroughly 
efficient: 

Similar reports were made of vessels at Boston, Bal- 
timore and San Francisco, the total number of reports on 
file being in the neighborhood of 500. When the war 
with Spain threatened the office of Naval Intelligence 
notified the War Department that this information was 
on file there, and at their disposal. The reports from 
the same boards on second-class cruisers, scouts, torpedo 
vessels, dispatch vessels were made use of by the Navy 
Department and proved one of the most valuable feat- 
ures of its successful administration of the Navy during 
the war. The War Department took no notice of the re- 
ports relating to Army transports, and hence followed 
some of the difficulties in which it was involved in the 
matter of transportation and the criticisms which re- 
sulted from this neglect. 

We have now had our lesson and we should apply it, 
without regard to the sensibilities of individuals. 80 
far as we can learn, the Navy has no desire to assume 
this additional responsibility, but they do hate to see pro- 
fessional work they thoroughly understand butchered by 
those to whose experience it is wholly foreign. We hope 
that Congress will pase the bill offered by the Secretary 
of the Navy, and grant the appropriation asked for to 
build two steel twin-screw seagoing transports of 7,500 
tons displacement, one for the Atlantic and another for 
the Pacific. The country should not subject ite soldiers 
to unnecessary hardship or inconvenience.

Mrs. Harriet R. P. Stafford, of Cottage City, Maes., 
has give the Navy Department the Paul Jones flag which 
flew from the Bon Homme Richard during the famous 
action with the British frigate Serapis, Sept. 23, 1779, 
The identity of the flag is certified by an historical at- 
eount which says that “there is evidence that it was the 
first flag bearing the Stars and Stripes ever hoisted over 
an American vessel of war and the firet that was ever 
saluted by a foreign naval power.” The flag has been 
in the possession of the Stafford family for more taan a 
hundred years. It was presented to James Bayard Staf- 
ford, a midshipman on the Bon Homme Richard, on Dec. 
18, 1784, by the Marine Committee of the Congress then 
in session at Philadelphia, “for your meritorious ser- 
vices thro’ the late war.” In the letter bestowing tie 
flag on Midshipman Stafford it is referred to as “Pau! 
Jones’s starry flag of the Bon Homme Richard.” Mid- 
shipman Stafford left the flag to his daughter, the late 
Mies Sarah Smith Stafford, and it was left by her to 
her brother, Samuel Bayard Stafford, through whom it

INCREASING THE ARMY. 


The hostility to military service found in this country 
is an inheritance from England, where it originated in 
the system, which formerly prevailed, of paying a 
Colonel a lump sum for his regiment and letting him 
recruit it and make his own terms with officers and men. 
This led to fraud, false returns and the recruiting of 
men from the criminal and vagabond classes. This sys- 
tem was in vogue at the time of our War of the Revyo- 
lution and the impressions derived from it have largely 
influenced public opinion in this country. Even Army 
officers did not escape this influence, and it led them to 
form mistaken ideas as to proper methods of discipline. 

All this has changed, and that the improvement in 
the Army is recognized is shown by the many compli- 
mentary opinions concerning it expressed in private as 
well as by the public prints. The Army of the United 
States, whatever it may have been in the past, is now a 
body of carefully selected, well trained and self-respect- 
ing soldiers. They offer fit company for young men seek- 
ing a profession, however high their character may be. 
If such young men do not find in the Army a career 
for life they will at least learn there habits and lessons 
which will be invaluable to them in other pursuits. 

He must be blind indeed who does not see that we 
have entered upon a new era in the United States 
from which there is no escape, and that the question as 
to how far we pursue it is not to be determined by the 
size of our military establishment further than this: if 
we do not make.proper military preparations we shall 
have inevitably forced upon us the universal military 
service which prevails in Continental Europe, and which 
we had, North and South, during our Civil War. The 
American people will never submit tamely to the humil- 
iation which is sure to come to them if they neglect to 
properly maintain their authority wherever they assert 
it. We believe that this feeling is general throughout 
the country, and especially at the West, and that any 
party which fails to heed this enlightened public senti- 
ment dooms itself to disaster. The Army proposed by 
the bills now before Congress equals in size the Regular 
establishment of England three-quarters of a century 
ago (in 1821). The population of England was then 
20,000,000. This was in the proportion of one soldier 
to each 200 of population. What General Miles pro- 
poses is one to each 1,000. It should be remembered that 
with 100,000 men on the rolls we shall have a very much 
less number available for duty. Sickness, necessary fur- 
loughs and leaves, discharges, followed by a delay in 
transforming recruits into soldiers, and time lost in 
transfers over long distances, and other causes, will re- 
duce the actual force on strictly military duty to num- 
bers not exceeding the present authorized Regular es- 
tablishment of 61,000 men. When England in 1821 had 
101,081 with the colors only one-half of these, 50,837, 
were available for garrisoning her colonies, and 50,192 
men were at home or on their passage home. 

That the proportion of officers asked for in the Miles 
bill is not excessive, and stil] less so in the Hull bill, is 
shown by the following comparison with the relative 
strength of officers and men in the English Army:

We give here the strength of the English organizations 
on foreign service, which differs somewhat from that of 
the home Army. A home organization of infantry has 
24 officers to 717 men, and of cavalry 27 officers to 400 
men. The proportion of officers asked for by General 
Miles is about the same as in England, and in the Hulli 
bill it is much below the British standard. In his esti- 
mate for general officers General Miles simply carries 
out the principles of a proper organization to their logi- 
cal conclusion, but with an Army scattered as ours, per- 
haps one Lieutenant General may suffice for the pres- 


that, im an Army superior authority and superior rank 
are inseparable in a proper military organization. Civil- 
ians are apt to confound the organization and system 
essential to military efficiency with mere display. 

Every one familiar with the fact knows that our Army 
is now insufficiently officered. Few companies have 
more than one officer with them, and cases have been 
called to our attention of a 2d Lieutenant commanding 
a battery, and even a battalion. One of the very best 
batteries in the Army was recently under the command 
of a 2d Lieutenant who entered the Army from civil 
life last spring. Members of Congress are disposed to 
legislate as though we could always expect each unit of 
organization to have its full quota of officers and men. 
Absence on sick leaves and other leaves, and the numer- 
ous details for which acts of Congress provide, greatly 
reduce the number of officers actually on duty with 
troops. Bither the details should be provided for by a 
proper increase in the number of officers or the laws 
authorizing such details should be repealed. This is 
common sense. 

In legislating for our Army it should never be forgotten 
that all of our soldiers are Volunteers. The only dis- 
tinction between the Regular and what we call the Vol- 
unteer is in the contrast between the professional train- 
ing received by one and the ignorance of the other. In- 
deed, the service rendered during the past year by Regu- 
lars has on the whole been much more voluntary than 
that of the State troops, many of whom were forced 
into service by a public opinion they could not resist, or 
entered it in ignorance of the obligations they assumed 
and from which they have ever since been eager to es- 
cape. We must continue to depend upon volunteers for 
military service, but the responsibilities we have as- 
sumed make it imperative that we should have well 
trained volunteers and an Army composed of men who 
have deliberately adopted the responsibilities of military 
duty and who are prepared to accept them, whatever 
they may be. The necessity is so obvious that we do 
not believe the Democratic Congressmen will, as a 
whole, follow the lead of those who, whether they in- 
tend it or not, are making mischief by declaring that the 
term of military service is at an end, and that we should 
be left without an army by mustering out the men who 
have enlisted for the war before any arrangement is 
made for relieving them from duty. What alternative 
do the gentlemen who oppose an increase of the Army 
offer us? At such a time as this mere mulish objection 
is unbecoming any sensible man. Let those who object 
to following show us whither they intend to lead, that 
the American people may judge of the wisdom of what 
they propose.

THE TREATY OF PEACE. 


The signing of the treaty of peace by the commission- 
ers is only the second step toward the re-establishment of 
peace, the final act of ratification being still to come. 
There seems to be a general expectation that the Senate 
will not hesitate to concur, much as a few of the gentle- 
men would like to give their opinions air. A nation that 
goes to war is very apt to find itself compelled to certain 
conditions in making peace whether it wins or loses. 
That is our condition. In taking off the weight of Span- 
ish authority, evil as it was, we found it necessary to re- 
place it by our own. Timid souls are fearful now lest 
our task should be too great for us, lest republicanism 
should be incapable of larger duties and lest our liberties 
should be endangered. To all such doubters there is 
but one answer. Let us go forward and perform every 
duty that is clear. We who enjoy the benefit of a con- 
stitution that is probably the wisest document of the kind 
ever devised are not more free or more safe in our liber- 
ties than England, where the constitution may be called 
traditional rather than written. It is a body of practice 
and not of formulated regulations. We too can trust 
ourselves. 

Though the text of the treaty is to be kept a close se- 
cret until it comes before the Senate, there eeems to be 
general agreement that in addition to the cession of Puer- 
to Rico, the Philippines and Guam and the evacuation of 
Cuba, the treaty provides for the following points: Re 
turn of prisoners to Spain at our expense, arms to be re- 
stored, Spain releasing all prisoners of war and political 
prisoners; we undertake to obtain the release of all Span- 
ish prisoners in the hands of the insurgents in Cuba and 
the Philippines; all claims for indemnity of governments 
and citizens arising since the beginning of the late insur- 
rection in Cuba are relinquished mutually; Spanish sub- 
jects are free to go from or remain in the evacuated coun- 
tries and may within one year make declaration of their 
desire to preserve their allegiance to Spain; civil rights, 
religion, copyrights and patents enjoyed by Spaniards 
shall be respected; each government will for a term of 
ten years accord to the merchant vessels of the other 
country the eame treatment in respect of all port charges 
that it accorde to its own merchant vessels not engaged 
in coastwise trade; obligations assumed in this treaty 
by the United States with respect to Cuba, are limited to 
the time of the occupation by the United States of that 
island; but we will recommend our euccessor to fulfill 
them. Of course there is much more that is common to 
all such treaties. In fact, the dispatches eay that the 
treaty includes a statement of the contentions of the 
Spaniards over the provisions of the protocol agreement, 
and the long protest filed by the Spanish Commissioners 
against the demand of the United States that Spanish 
sovereignty in the Philippines should cease, in addition 
to the several articles of the treaty proper. 

The document is said to contain six hundred pages 
and we are much mistaken if it ie not the first treaty of 





ARMY REORGANIZATION BILLS. 


There are at present three bills before Congress for a 
reorganization of the Army. Feeling that a portion of 
the Regular Army is not satisfied with either of the 
bills introduced, Representative McClellan, of New York, 
who is a member of the Committee on Military Affairs, 
introduced a third bill Dec. 12, which appears elsewhere 
in this number. It provides for a peace establishment 
consisting of 118,970 officers and men divided into fif- 
teen regiments of Cavalry, fifty of Infantry and three of 
Engineers, a Corps of Artillery and staff Corps, in 
which some radical changes appear. The total per- 
sonnel is as follows: Genera] officers, line and staff, 
28. Staff, officers, 838; men, 6,060. Engineers, officers, 
207; men, 5,466. Cavalry, officers, 690; men, 15,450. 
Artillery, officers, 622; men, 20,160; Infantry, officers, 
2,300; men, 67,100. Grand total—Officers, 4,685; men, 
114,236. 

The Engineers are transferred to the line of the Army. 
An Equipment Department is provided; the Ordnance 
is absorbed in the Artillery, the Signal Corps is abol- 
ished and its duties transferred to the Engineers, and 
the officers of the Judge Advocate, Medical and Pay De- 
partments are given assimilated instead of actual rank. 
A genera] staff is provided for and the Adjutant General 
and Inspector General's Departments consolidated in it. 
The General Staff is to be composed of details from the 
line, not extending beyond ten years. All staff appoint- 
ments must be made from officers of the Army exelu- 
sively. Mr. McClellan’s bill is based upon the Hull bill, 
and we have indicated the principal features, in which it 
differs from it. Mr. McClellan combines certain parts 
of the Miles and the Hull bills. He also introduced the 
Miles bill in the House, so as to bring it officially before 
that body. It is well understood among Congressmen 
that Army reorganization and increase is the most im- 
portant measure which will have to be acted upon in 
the immediate future, but the greatest care will be taken 
by the Military Committees before a report is miade 
upon the various bills which have been introduced. 

The House Committee began its hearings upon the 
proposed increase in the Regular Army this week. Lieut. 
Gen. Schofield, retired, and General Miles both appeared 
before the committee on that day and talked at some 
length upon the reorganization. Following these offi- 
cers the various staff officers were called upon for hear- 
ings. Members of both the Senate and House Com- 
mittees on Military Affairs have stated to the Washing- 
ton representative of the Journal that, in their opinion, 
none of the bills as introduced will be favorably reported 
upon by the Committees. They will have to be greatly 
changed in many points before they will be acceptable 
to most members of the committees. Among Army offi- 
cers on duty at the War Department there seems to be a 
great division of opinion relative to the merits of the 
three bills. Many of the officers are outspoken in their 
praise and indorsement of the measure drafted by Major 
General Miles. The advocates of this bill point out that 
it is the only one of the three which clearly provides for 
an organized Army after the most approved systems. 
Now is the time, before all others, when Congress should 
make a law completely remodeling the Regular Army of 
the United States. The other two Army bills have also 
very ardent advocates. As has been stated in the Jour- 
nal, the Hull bill is heartily indorsed by the Secretary 
of War and the Adjutant General. This fact will un- 
doubtedly have great weight with the tvo Military Com- 
mittees,

The action of Maj. Clinton H. Smith, of the 71st New 
York in refraining from any public expression concerning 
the troubles in the regiment, and in following strictly mil- 
itary procedure in preferring charges and requesting a 
court of inquiry, is in marked contrast to some of the of- 
ficers who eve been furnishing the daily journals with 
interviews and criticisms to the detriment of the regi- 
ment and service. Officers who seek to have the press 
pass judgment upon the affairs of the 71st instead of fol- 
lowing the proper military course, forget their obliga- 
tions to the service. Another officer who is entitled to 
credit for the dignified reserve he has shown is Col. Wal- 
lace A. Downs, who commanded the 71st in Cuba. The 
Colonel will have his story to tell later, and will appear 
before the Court of Inquiry. His accusers have fi off 
their ammunition in the public prints, but the Colonel is 
still to be heard from, and as in all such cases, suspension 
of judgment is a duty until the whole cause is heard, 
which not infrequently leads to a decided change of 
opinion, Some of those who have attacked the charac- 
ter of the Colonel are relying on the testimony of enlist- 
ed men, as to what they know of the battle! If the av- 
erage enlisted men can manage to gain a clear concep- 
tion of the events right in his own company during an 
ordinary drill, to say nothing of a battle, he is doing ex- 
tremely well. The Colonel's staff has not been heard 
from at all yet, as well as some officers of the line, who 
have not rushed into print. 


Among the petitions being presented in Congress are a 
number in fayor of the Ellis bill to prohibit the sale of 
liquor in canteens, in all Government buildings and reser- 
vations, 

The 69th New York, according to reliable private ad- 
vices we have received, is in very bad condition, due to 
a faulty administration of its affairs, and it is simply a 
waste of money to keep it longer in the service, unless 
it is at once placed in command of an officer of the U. 8. 
Army. As the regiment is at present constituted, the 
sooner the War Department musters it out of the service 
the better. The regiment is going from bad to worse, and 
something should be done to prevent further scandals 
without delay.

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. THE NATIONAL NAVAL RESERVE. 


To the Editor of the A and Navy Journal: 

The first project of a National Naval Reserve was 
started in this city twenty-five years ago this month. I 
was one of the original starters, and I took a hand 
in drawing the bill which it was proposed should be 
submitted to Congress, and which would have been so 
submitted had it not become unexpectedly manifest that 
the measure was ahead of its times. It the interval that 
has elapsed, I believe that I have known of and consid- 
ered every plan that has been 6 sted for a National 
Reserve, and have even attempt some two or three 
myself. I mention these facts to suggest a possible 
qualification to criticise the bill which, framed by the 
Navy Department, has just been introduced in Congress; 
and that criticism can be made very brief. 

It is, in my opinion, without exception, the ablest, the 
inost comprehensive and the most workable scheme that 
has ever been proposed. Or, what is the same thing. 
it combines in one measure about every good feature 
which existed in the multitudinous prior projects. 

It utilizes every genuine source of naval ability that 
the country affords. It makes it possible to bring into 
one great organization men who are seamen by profes- 
sion, regardless of their specific callings. It may well be 
doubted whether any country in the world has so able 
a body of men skilled in the sea as those who do their 
daiiy work on our seaboard. I mean euch people as 
the New England fishermen, the Block Island boatmen, 
who think nothing of navigating a catboat from Block 
Island to Charleston Harbor; the surfmen on the south 
shore of Long Island, and the Jersey coast, and so on to 
include the men who work in the bays and sounds of 
the Southern States and along the gulf coast. These are 
the sorts of men that we always have wanted in a Na- 
tional Reserve; and this bill is well calculated to get 
them. I have talked with seores of them on the sub- 
ject. Enrollment would be regarded by them as a dis- 
tinction. The little pay which they would receive for 
the two weeks’ service which the bill calls for per year 
would be welcome. I believe they could be got to render 
that service, and would take pride in it. I believe fur- 
thermore that we have got a class of natural gunners in 
the ss men who at times make their living by 
hunting in the bays and inlets of the coast. 

Certainly no bill has ever essayed to sweep into one 
organization the men “who have served as officers or 
enlisted men in the United States Navy or Marine Corps, 
or as members of the Naval Militia authorized by the 
laws of the various States and called into service in the 
Navy during the war with Spain, or as officers or en- 
listed men of the United States Revenue Marine, United 
States Life-Saving Service, United States Lighthouse 
Service, and United States Coast Survey Service, or 
graduates of State nautical schoolships and all persons 
holding certificates as masters or mates, or as chief en- 
gineers or assistant engineers, or licenses as pilots issued 
by duly authorized commissioners or boards of inspec- 
tion, and serving in the merchant marine of the United 
States, and all other officers and men serving in said 
merchant marine, the owners, officers and crews of 
yachts enrolled in any regularly incorporated yacht club, 
and all other persons whose principal occupation is on 
the high seas, bays, sounds, rivers or other navigable 
waters of the United States, or whose occupation is the 
construction, repair, loading, handling or rigging of ves- 
sels, or the construction and repair of marine engines or 
electric plants,.or the parts thereof.” 

In the officering of this Reserve the bill is equally far- 
reaching and wise. The ge of the Navy Depart- 
ment with the graduates of the United States Naval 
Academy during the past war has subjected it to some 
merited adverse criticism. No similar strictures can be 
urged against the present measure. It is calculated to 
use every graduate of the Naval Academy who is willing 
to serve, It removes every possible cavil arising on 
questions of seniority. So far as I can learn, the grad- 
uates in civil life are strongly in favor of it. 

It abundantly recognizes the past services of the Na- 
val Militia, and opens the door for future usefulness to 
both officers and men. Indeed no good reason is 
apparent why the Naval Militias of the several States 
should not at once step into the ranks of the National 
Reserve and be fused into one homogeneous body under 
the control of the general Government. As the bill pro- 
vides that the Reserve in each State shall be commanded 
by its senior officer and be divided into ship’s companies, 
it is obvious that State organizations are in substance 
continued, with the great advantage that they are all co- 
ordinated under one central authority instead of being 
as they are now bodies practically foreign to one another. 

The bill should have the cordial oepest of very one 
who has the interest of the Navy at heart. The credit 
of it is due to Lieut, W. H. H. Southerland, U. 8. N. 
He has succeeded as his past record made us believe he 
would succeed—and what better can be said?

INVESTIGATING THE CONDUCT OF THB WAR. 
Gens. Schofield, Miles, Corbin and Schwan, and Majs. 
Johnson and W. A. Simpson, A. A. G., appeared before 
the Military Committee of the House on Monday, Tues- 
day and Wednesday of this week to give their opinione 
on the subject of Army reorganization and increase. Gen. 
Miles presented the considerations that led him to rec- 
ommend the increase provided for in his bill. He said 
the late war had required 52,000 men for actual field op- 
erations. Of these 22,000 men went to Manila, 20,000 
to Cuba, and 10,000 to Puerto Rico, and were actually 
in the presence of the enemy. Since then 
there had been reinforcements. The entire frontier had 
been stripped of troops. Complaint was made that life 
and property was and is thereby jeopardized, and there 
were fears of an outbreak in the Sioux country. The 
General said that he had no more idea that we would 
ive up Manila than that we would give up Bunker Hill. 
fn response to questions, Gen. Miles that at least 
2,000 native and 2,000 American troops were requi 
to maintain order in Puerto Rico. At least 15,000 were 
uired for Western posts exposed to Indian uprisings. 
Subsequently in tentying. before the Senate Committee 
on Appropriations, Gen. Miles said that he thought 25,- 
000 men would be enough for Cuba. The island must 
in time,and at an early day be policed by natives, which 
should be recruited into the Army under American offi- 
cers. Americans could not stand the climate unless they 
were immunes. ’ 

Gen. Schofield devoted his chief attention to the fric- 
tion inevitably arising between the Secretary of War and 
the Commanding General under the present syetem. If 
his relations with the Secretary of War are not close, 
then the Secretary gets to ignoring the so-called Com- 
manding General. In that event, the Adjutant General 
becomes a more important official than the Commanding 
General. Instead of creating the permanent grade of 
Lieutenant General, he suggested giving the President au- 
thority to select at any time a Lieutenant General. The 
title also should be that of General in Chief, instead of 
Commanding General, as that would better express the 
idea that the head of the Army was the executive officer 
for the President and Secretary of War. The heads of 
All staff bureaus should be subordinated to the General 
in Chief. He thought the Arm should consist of about 
30,000 for the Philippines, 15, to 20,000 for Cuba, 5,- 
000 to 8,000 for Puerto Rico, 15,000 for manning and 
caring for fortifications, 10,000 for the Indian country, 
and 15,000 as a reserve. Gen. Schofield said that Meade, 
Hancock and Thomas were entitled to have the rank of 
Lieutenant General, and died of broken hearts because 
they did not attain that grade, but he had been more 
fortunate than they were. Gen. Miles followed with 
some remarks on the same eubject. He did not approve 
the suggestion that the head of the Army be an execu- 
tive stat officer to the President. He should be a Gen- 
eral or a Lieutenant General, and that was the practice 
the world over. Gen. Miles eaid he did not speak from a 
personal standpoint, as he wae ready to be retired at any 
time. But he believed in the principle of a rank and 
authority commensurate with the responsibility. Gen. 
Miles said in reply to a question, that he thought it would 
be better for the President to have the ar Minister 
confine himself more particularly to directing the vast 
administrative work of the War Department, as it was 
manifestly impossible for any man to come from civil 
life and at once become familiar with all the latest ap- 
pliances thereto. If the one occupying the chief military 
position was not liked, then let some one else be placed 
in military authority. But the selection should not be 
from so far down on the list as to amount to favoritism, 
for that would not be approved by the Sragle. Sen, Miles 
pointed out that three Major Generale—Merritt, Brooke, 
and himself—had come through the recent war without 
hope of recognition. He cared nothing as to himself, but 
he urged that the services of Gen. Merritt and Gen. 
Brooke had been such that the rank of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral for them, such as would be given under hie bill. 
would be eminently fitting. In this connection he re- 
ferred to the eruel working of the system by which 
Meade, Hancock and Thomas had never received the 
rank and recognition due to them. 

Gen. Miles was asked: “Do you not think that some 
of the mistakes of the last war could have been avoided 
‘§¢ the Secretary of War had consulted more freely the 
“heads ‘of the Army and had confined hie attention prin- 
cipally to his ministerial functions as the administrative 
‘head of the Department?” 
~-“T eertainly do,” Gen. Miles replied.

Gen. Schwan said he could not answer, and there was 
a chorus of vigorous protests from members of the com- 
mittee.

Mai. Johnson explained the cavalry features of the 
pro reorganization. e emphasized the need of or- 
ganizing the cavalry in times of peace, as it was impos- 
sible to properly equip and train cavalry at a time of 


emergency. 
Mr. Cox sharply questioned Mel Johnson as to the 
relative merits of Volunteers and lars, urging that 
the Volunteers were the best fighters, as shown by the 
experience of the Civil War and the recent Spanish war. 
Maj. Johnson said he had no criticiems for the Volun- 
teers, although he maintained that military training was 
an important element in the fighting ability of the sol- 


dier. 

Maj. W. A. Simpson followed on the artillery branch 
of the proposed reorganization. He urged the battery as 
the limit of artillery organization, in preference to the 
regiment. 

Gen. Corbin thought that 50,000 men were needed for 
Cuba, 25,000 fer the Philippines, 6,000 for Puerto Rico, 
leaving out of an Army of 100,000 about 18,000 for re- 
serves at home. This opinion was based on the esti- 
mates of the officers on the ground. He thought that the 
proposed large increase of staff officers was essential to 
the pocemes new duties devolving on Army officers. In 
the Philippines, for instance, they were collectors, and 
would remain 6o until Congress provided otherwise. 

Mr. Hay suggested that Gen. Miles estimated 4,000 for 
Puerto Rico, while Gen. Corbin pro 6,000. Gen. Cor- 
bin replied: “I would defer entirely to the view of the 
Major General in command of the Army on that point. 
If he says 4,000, then that is undoubtedly adequate, as 
ne has been on the ground and knowe the situation 
there. 

“What ie your personal opinion, without reference to 
the recommendation of the Cuban Commission, as to the 
number of men needed in Cuba?’ asked Mr. Hay. 

“I would not have an opinion against such a commis- 
sion,” responded the General. 

When members of the commission referred to the eu- 
perior intelligence of the Volunteers coming from civil 
life above that of the Regular soldiers, Gen. Corbin said 
he considered the Regulars the equal in intelligence of 
the Volunteers owing to the rigid requirements now 
made. The character and intelligence of the men who 
went into the Santiago campaign was second to none 
that ever saw service, he declared. 

The General wie asked if he had received any com- 
plaints from the Volunteers as to their treatment during 
the recent war. He said he wae yet to hear a complaint 
from a Volunteer soldier. Such complaints as came were 
from outside sources knowing nothing about the facts 
and conditions. 

“Would it be proper, under military usage, for a sub- 
ordinate to submit a complaint?’ asked Mr. Hay. 

“Not only p r, but the very thing he should do,” 
answered Gen. Corbin. 

With reference to the release of Volunteers, Gen. Cor- 
bin said: epartment is disposed to deal very len- 
iently as to letting off men who are needed at home. In 
some cases Colonels have been instructed to reduce com- 
panies to eighty men, so as to let off men who were urg- 
ently needed at home.”’ 

The table ll peg om stations of the United States 
troops submitted by Gen. Wade shows a total of 50,000 
troops for Cuba, distributed as follows: Province of 
Pinar del Rio, 3,000; Province of Havana, 24,000; Prov- 
ince of Matanzas, 10,000; Province of Santa Clara, 10.- 
000; Province of Puerto Principe, 2,000, and Province of 
Santiago, 1,000. 

The towns at which the troops are to be stationed, 
with the numbers, are as follows: Guanaja, 1,000 in- 
fantry; Mariel, 1,000 infantry; Pinar del Rio, 1,000 in- 
fantry; Havana, 2,200 infantry and 2,000 cavalry; Ma- 
tanzas, 7,000 infantry and 1, cavalry; Cardenas, 2,000 
infantry; Cienfuegos, 2,000 infantry and 1,000 cavalry; 
Trinidad, 2,000 infantry; Sagua la Grande, 1,000 infan- 
try; Santa Clara, 1 infantry; Placetas, 1,000 infan- 
try: Caibarien and Remedios, 1, jatentey: Sancti Sele. 
itus, 1,000 infantry; Neuvitas and Puerto Principe, 1, 
infantry and 1, cavalry, and Manzanillo, 1, infan- 
try.

In a letter secompnering 
this table, Gen. Wade said: “In fixing this number 
have been governed by the following consideration: Cuba 
is and for a long time has been really a military camp 
and governed by the most arbitrary rule. Practically 
there is no civil government or authority. The Spanis 
force consists of about 118,000 Regulars, 21,000 Volun- 
teers on duty, and 52,000 Volunteers armed but not on 
duty. The insurgents elaim to have about 40, armed 
men, making a total of 231,000. Probably the military 
evacuation y _ will remove about 100,000 men, 
leaving considera more than that number who will be, 
or recently have been, under arms to a great extent, liv- 
ing off the country. any of these men will from neces- 
sity, if not from choice, be withaut employment. Among 
these men, as well as those who have not taken part in 
thelateSpanish-Cuban war, exist race feuds and political 
frictions. Many of these people are very ignorant, few 
understand what independence and liberty means, or have 
fixed ideas as to what the future of their country will or 
should be. It will require tact and force to harmonize 
the conflicting interests and ineure order. If a large 
force —— the island as soon as Spain evacuates it 
can under favorable conditions be much reduced in a few 
months. But it will be very unfortunate to begin with 
too small a force and be obliged to increase it.

DEEDS AND NEEDS OF THE NAVY. 


Companion Horatio L. Wait delivered an address Nov. 
10, before the a Legion in Chicago on “The Deeds 
and Needs of our Navy,” which was 60 well received that 
he was requested by resolution to furnish a copy of his 
remurks on the Needs for transmission to the Illinois 
Senators and Representatives. Mr. Wait said in part: 

“Many of our naval officers have rendered such valua- 
ble services to the country as to entitle them to some rec- 
ognition more substantial than any that the Government 
ean now confer. Commo. Dewey was advanced one 
grade—a position that he might have attained very soor 
under ordinary conditions. 

“All the great naval powers maintain the rank of Ad- 
miral and of Vice-Admiral. Our Congress should at 
once revive these ranks, then promote to the vacancies 
the officers considered most worthy to occupy them. The 
number of Rear Admirals and Commodores should be 
increased, so that our Captains who -deserve rewards 
for their distinguished services can be promoted to the 
vacancies, and thus receive a benefit that will not be 
at the same time an injury to other Captains. 

“For officers below the rank of Captain, who deserve, 
and should receive, some reward for distinguished eer- 
vices, if they are not promoted to the next higher grade, 
as in the Army, there should be provided an increase 
of their pay from ten to twenty per cent. and a medal 
of honor to be worm with their uniforms. This would in- 
jure no one; would be a substantial and visible reward 
to the officer who hae earned it, and an ever present in- 
centive to other officers. The officers of the Navy as a 
class are high-minded and honorable men, but they are 
human; and few things could be contrived that would 
have so strong a tendency to demoralize them as the pres- 
ent system of rewards. . 

“Take the case of Lieut. Bernadou, who commanded 
the Winslow. He is advanced ten numbers. The 
Government simply makes the order; the ten Lieuten- 
ants over whose heads he has passed have to pay for 
it at the rate of about $600 for each, as the date of their 
promotion has been set back just about enough to de- 
xrive them of that sum, which they naturally would 
nave received. Now who are these ten Lieutenants? 
Two of them commanded gun divisions on Dewey's 
ships at Manila, and another on the Texas at Santiago. 
The guns directed by taem helped to destroy the Span- 
ish shi Others commanded gun divisions on the ships 
blockading Havana, and so on; all doing with skill and 
fidelity the duty aA were ordered to perform. 

“In the case of Capt. Chester, of the Cincinnati, an 
officer with as fine a record as any in the Navy,. and 
who has been pagsertate the most arduous kind of duty 
with his vessel during the entire war—as a reward for 
his fidelity he finds himself five numbers lower on the 
list than when the war began. 

“Will our people and Congress tolerate such an absurd 
and unjust proceeding as to set back worthy and faith- 
ful officers, and thus make them practically furnish the 
money for the reward of their associates who happen to 
have had an opportunity to distinguish themselves in a 
more conspicuous way. Sections 1506 and 1507 of the 
law ander which this is possible should be repealed, or 
amended, as soon as Congress meets.” 





Twelve shipbuilding, firms have made tenders to the 
British Admiralty for four battleships which are to be 
built in private yards. The vessels are to be an im- 
provement upon the recent launched Formidable. They 
are to be of 14,000 tons, 18,000 horse power, and to de- 
velop a speed of 19 knots. They will be 405 feet long 
and 73 feet wide. 





Now that poe ie assured, the United States war ves- 
sels are to restored to their former color, and the 
white squadron will be revived. Rear Adml. Bunce, 
commandant of the Brooklyn Navy Yard, has received 
orders from Washington to have all the vessels at the 
yard painted white. 
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THE PAYMASTER GENERAL’S REPORT. 


The members of our Army are not mercenary; still 
they would miss the Paymaster badly and will receive 
with satisfaction the annual report of the Pay Depart- 
ment, which shows that Paymr. Gen. Stanton’s strong 
box is not empty. He expended during the year ending 
June 30, 1898, for pay of the Army, $14,687,509.64 and 
$140,228.74 for mileage to officers, besides $300,321.99 for 
Military Academy pay, and $1,950,491.92 for the pay of 
Volunteers. The total shows a net increase over last 
year of $2,376,804.11. During the last year there has 
been a gradual increase in the number and amount of 
soldiers’ deposits. The number is 21,856, against 17,- 
878 for 1897, and the total, $613,518.51, against $535,- 
392.64. This shows a te 9 interest in this method 
of saving. The amount saved has tripled in twenty-five 
years since the system was adopted. 

The allowance of 7 cents per mile for transportation 
has proved satisfactory, but difficulty arises as to travel 
over land grant roads, and it is suggested that a uniform 
rate of 3 cents per mile be adopted as the amount to be 
deducted by the Paymaster for travel over such roads, 
or where transportation has been furnished inland. To 
prevent disputes with the Treasury as to distances trav- 
eled the tables of distances pp py by the Pay Depart- 
ment should be recognized by law as the authority for 
settling the accounts. 

The payments of the Army during the year have been 
made monthly. The war compelled a suspension of the 
practice of sending money by express and the payments 
were made by the Paymasters in rson. Since the 
close of the fiscal year covered oy this report and up to 
the date of ite rendition, Oct. 25, this Department have 
endeavored to pay promptly the troops in the field scat- 
tered over two hemispheres, and has fairly well accom- 
plished the task. In addition to the Regular payments, 
the payment of mustered-out troops has imposed much 
ee labor, but so far all have been paid without 
delay. 

A‘school of instruction was organized for the 72 addi- 
tional Paymaeters and their clerks so that each officer en- 
tered upon his duties with a fair knowledge of the busi- 
ness before him and there have been fewer errors than 
would otherwise have occurred. With troops in the 
Philippines, Cuba and Puerto Rico, it is found impracti- 
cable to omen with the law to forward accounts to the 
Auditor within twenty days, and Gen. Stanton asks that 
the Secretary of the Treasury be given authority to re- 
lax this rule. 

In view of the increased Army and added _responsi- 
bilities, it is recommended that to the Regular Pay Corps 
of the Army there be added 3 Assistant Paymaster Gen- 
erals, 5 Deputy Paymaster Generals, and twenty Majors 
and Paymasters; the promotions to Colonel and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel to be made from the officers now in the 
Pay Department according to seniority, and upon the 
mustering out of the Volunteer forces and the reduc- 
tion of the Reger Army to the basis prior to the act 
of April 26, 1898, no appointments shall be made in the 
Pay Department until the number of officers in each 
grade shall be reduced to the number authorized prior tu 
the date of the act above mentioned. 

It is again recommended that 10 per cent. be added to 
the pay of Paymasters’ clerks for every five years of 
service until the total reaches $1,800 a year. 

On account of the overcrowded condition of the work in 
some branches of the office, it required that a portion 
of the force, and sometimes the entire force, should 
remain and work over hours. This additional service 
was rendered willingly and without complaint, and Gen. 
Stanton recommends that Congress provide remuneration 
for such service. 

A table accompanying the report shows that Maj. 
Tucker has been the greatest traveler, 5,976 miles; Maj. 
Geo. R. Smith, has spent the most time, 53 days; Maj. 
Comegys has paid the most ~ 90; Maj. McClure has 
made the most pay trips, 37, and Maj. Muhlenberg has 
disbursed the most money, $1,698,064. Of the seventeen 
millions paid out, all but about half a million dollars has 
been disbursed by the officers of the Regular force. The 
average disbursements have been over eight hundred 
thousand dollars each, and those of the additional Pay- 
masters thirty thousand dollars each. Capt. W. R. Aber- 
crombie, 12th Inf.; Capts. M. P. Maus and J. D. Miley, 
ist Inf.; Capt. E. F. Glenn, 25th Inf.: Lieuts. R. M. 
Brookfield, 2d Inf.; J. C. Castner, 4th Inf., and P. G. 
Lowe, 18th Inf., have served as Acting Paymasters.

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FOREIGN NOTES. 


The French catcher La Hire, recently launched, is 
more of an enormous destroyer than a torpedo gunboat. 
She will draw some 12 feet aft, but considerably less 
forward. The French regard her as liable to be tor- 
pedoed in the stern, and subject her to criticism on those 
crounds. She is to carry six 6-pounders and six 3-pound- 
er small quick-firers, but presumably some 4-inch guns as 
vell, since her displacement is close on 900 tons. The 
Dunois, a very similar vessel, has been rushed through 
er trials. The nominal horse power was 6,400, but 7,300 
was obtained. These ships are to have briquettes in- 
stead of ordinary coal, and it is estimated that the en- 
durance will thereby be increased one-third. 

The French are to expend on their navy during 1899 a 
(otal of 304,078,400 francs. They will commission of new 
vessels only the first-class cruiser Guchen, the second- 
class cruiser Protet, the torpedo boat destroyers Dunoie, 
Hallebarde and Fauconneau. 

The sending of H. M. S. Rupert to Alexandria as a 
guardship is interpreted to mean that a naval dockyard 
s to be established there. A guardship has never before 
heen stationed at any port which did not possess a naval 
dockyard. 

The English have been trying new mounts for their 
12-inch wire guns, of the type to be supplied to the bat- 
leships Albion and Glory, and manufactured by Sir 
William Armstrong, Whitworth & Co. The projectile 
veighed 830 pounds and the cordite charge 177 pounde. 

An interesting addition to the City Hall Museum, Hong 
Kong, has been made by Capt. Sir E. Chichester, of the 
Immortalite. in one of the guns used by the insurgents at 
Cavite in 1896. The gun is mounted on solid wooden 
vheels, and is apparently made out of a piece of water 
iipe, covered with wood, bound round with iron bands. 
It is said to have been of considerable use to the insur- 
cents. 

The “Echo de Paris” states that the shell intended for 
the French quick-firing gun is recognized to be of insuffi- 
‘ient power, and that in consequence the manufacture 
of a heavier projectile will immediately be begun. 

Illuetrated postal cards on which pictures of fortified 
places are represented have been prohibited in Germany 
on the ground that they betray military secrets.

A European contemporary very pertinently asks: How 
can real war be pn ee nt by maneu in 
which the effect of fire is non-existent, and in w 
there is no — whatever of putting the moral 
force to the proof? It follows that the representation 
of battle in peace maneuvers can only be a caricature 
of the real thing, and therefore the worst possible prepa- 
ration of troops for war. Henceforward, the assailant 
will suffer heavily in approaching the enemy, owing to 
the great effect of his fire, but thie effect in peace ma- 
neuvers is absolutely nil. 

The character of the work done at Chinese arsenals is 
shown inthe preparations to build at the Foochow arsenal 
a torpedo gunboat 255 feet long, 26 feet 10 inches beam, 
and at 11 feet 6 inch draught will displace 871 tons. The 
machinery is to be constructed in France, and will de- 
velop 7, indicated horse powzer to gre a speed of 23 
knots. The armament will a be French, including 
a 3:3-inch quick-firing gun forward, three 2.6-inch guns, 
six 1.4-inch guns, and two torpedo Jaunching tubes.

Comparing the rapidity of fire in British and French 
ships, it is interesting to note that the Jena’s 12-inch 
guns, electrically worked, are expected to discha a 
et shell a minute. The guns of the new British 
battleship London, which is sho to be taken in hand 
will, if anticipations are realized, fire two 850-poun 
shots a minute. Thus they will be really quick-firers of 
the most gigantic size and appalling destructiveness. 

Adml. De la Jailee, of the French Navy, questions 
whether high speed may not be too dearly purchased by 
the sacrifices which it entails in other factors of offensive 
and defensive value. He prefers relatively low speed-rate 
which may always be depended upon, with the increase 
of offensive and defensive power which the reduced 
weight of machinery permite, to the higher epeed which, 
under the sudden and severe strain sometimes inevitable 
in war, is liable to disappear altogether. A vessel that 
can make a certain speed for 48 hours is better than 
one that makes two knots more on a trial, but breaks 
down in three or four hours. 

“In connection with the Sirdar and his corps, the Royal 
Engineers,” a British contempora says, “it is in- 
teresting to note the vast strides made by that scientific 
body of officers in the race for fame of all sorts. The 
corps, indeed, was always famous, but it is not too much 
to say that thirty years ago an officer of Royal Engi- 
neers rarely soared higher than a regimental command, 
and now he is everywhere, and all have proved that both 
in military, social, and scientific circles they are second 
to none. Now we wish to make no unjust imputations, 
but we are inclined to believe that the officers of the 
Royal Engineers and Royal Artillery suffered for years 
from personal prejudice of a highly placed official in the 
War Office ‘ring.” Then with the demand for a better 
educated bety of infantry and cavalry officers, the claims 
of the Royal Engineers and Royal Artillery were per- 
force brought forward, and it goes without saying that 
the officers of the two scientific corps have usually suc- 
ceeded in proving themselves the intellectual aristocracy 
of the British army. At this period these two great 
regiments have a most powerful influence on public 
affairs. In Parliament, in civil appointments, and as 
heritors of the Woolwich and Chatham traditions, and 
in the army, the course of affairs is much affected by 
the skilled experts with pen and oratory who proudly 
add R. E. or R. A. to their signatures.”

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS—THIRD SESSION. 

The letter from the Secretary of War, transmitting a 
letter from the Judge Advocate General of the Army, rec- 
ommending and presenting a bill “to aid the administra- 
tion of military justice,” was referred to the Committee 


on Military Affairs, and ordered to be printed. A letter 


from the Secretary of the Nayy,-transmitting the report , 


of a board prpotated to consider a design for a statue 
of David. D. Porter, was referred -to the mittee on 
the Library, and ordered to be printed. 

In the Senate Mr. Hoar introduced the following reso- 
lution, Dee. 12: “Resolved, That the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs be instructed to inquire and report, as soon 
as may be, whether some policy may not be established by 
law by which éoldiers in the Regular Army who have 
families or parents depending on them for support, or 
whose education or opportunities for businees will be 
seridusly interferéd with by longer continuance in the 
military serviee,-and. who enlisted. for the war or tnder 
assurances that they would: be held her wile the war 
lasted,-may be promptly discharged and theif places, so 
fur as necessary, be filled by new recruits.” It was con- 
sidered and by unanimous consent agreed to. 

Senator Vest introduced the following joint resolution, 
Dec. 12: “Resolved, That under the Constitytion_of the 
United States no power is given to the Federal Govyern- 
ment to acquire territory to be held and govermed perma- 
nently as, colonies. . e colonial system of European na- 
tions’ eannot ‘be established under our present stittf:

Whereas, The pneumatic system on the monitor Terror 
has given great satisfaction and has proved its durability 
and efficiency under severe tests and while actually engaging 
the enemy during the war witb Spain; and 

Whereas, Capt. P. F. Harrington and Nicoll Ludlow, who 
have-for a long time successively commanded the Terror, 
have ‘strongly commended said system, \and the ‘said pt. 
Harrington has strongly recommended that said system and 
such machinery of the new paaeeaae as it is paenaee to 
operate by electricity shall be tried in competition on two 
battleships, in order that the Government may have the 
benefit of the result; and 

Whereas, Compennees air as used on the Terror is the only 
form of Power that has been used In any navy as a complete 
system for all of the operations of checking the recoil of the 
gums and returning the same to battery, their elevation and 
depression, the cleansing and Prange & the guns, the manip- 
ulation of the breech mechanism, the revolving of the tur- 


, rets, the hoisting and ramming of the ammunition, and the

Resolved, That the Committee on Naval Affairs be, and 
they are hereby, authorized and directed to inquire into and 
report upon the merits and advantages of the pneumatic 
system and other systems proposed to be used in the new 
vessels of -the mts with a view to determining whether in 
the Interest of the naval service the pneumatic system 
nous be installed and used on one or more of the new bat- 
tleships. : 

The Senate has adopted resolutions to print 5,000 copies 
of the report of the Secretary of War, 6,000 of the report 
of the Secretary of the Navy, and not to exceed 3, 
copies .of the publications of the Office of Naval Intelli- 
gence. 

The Urgency Deficiency bill (H. R. 10989), which 
passed the House last week, was referred to the Senate 
Conmiittee on Appropriations, Dec. 12. The Secretary 
of War has sent in a supplementary estimate for $3,000,- 
000, and recommended changes in some appropriations 
under the Ordnance Department. 

The Secretary of War_has submitted supplemental es- 
timates of ropriation for equipment. of eugineer troops, 

.000, and for civilian assistants to engineer officers, 
000, to -be included in the Urgency Deficiency bill. 

Mr: Vest submitted the follow resolution; which was 
referred to the Committee to Audit and Control the Con- 
tingent Expenses of the Senate: 

“Whereas charges have been made in the public press, 
over the signatures of sereshS parties, that improper 
and corrupt means have n'uged to secure contracts 
from the Government for the purchase of veesels for the 
Navy and for the furnishing of clothing and other neces- 
sary articles for the Army of the United States during 
the war with Spain at excessive-and exorbitant prices; 
Therefore, be it : i { > 

“Resolved by the Senate, That a special committee, to 
consist of five Senators, to be appointed by the President 
of the Senate, shall be created, who shall make inquiry 
as to the truth of all such charges and make report to 
the Senate. Said committee shall have power to sum- 
mon witnesses, and enfofce their attendance, to*admin- 
ister oaths to all such witnesses, and to employ a sten- 
ographer, the expenses of the committee to be paid out 
of the contingent funde of the Senate.” 

The joint resolution (8S. R. 123) to revive the grade of 
Tieutenant General in the Army won announced as the 
first business in order on the Senate Calendar, Dec. 13. 

Mr. Cockrell—Let the joint resolution be passed for 
the present, without prejudice. 

The Vice-President—The joint resolution will be passed 
over. 

The Urgency Deficiency. bill passed the Senate on 
Thursday. An attack has been made in both Houses on 
the provisions in this bill, providing for the payment of 
Volunteers and the opportunity has taken to urge 
their right to demand an immediate discharge oh the the- 
ory that the war is over. This view did not prevail, how- 
ever, the common sense of Congress refusing to accept a 
theory which would leave the country without an Army. 
The Spaniards, Mr. Cockrell said, would soon be out of 
Cuba, when there would be no longer any reason for 
maintaining a large force under arms, The Cubans were 
perfectly capable of maintaining a republican form of 
government. Spain could not cede the Philippines be- 
eause she did not possess them, and, the Senator repeat- 
ed. the United States did not want troops to fight the 
Filipinos, and could not do so without a declaration of 


war. 
In respotes to questions from Mr. Allen, (Dem.. Neb.), 
Mr. Hale e the opinion that affairs would soon 


take such shape that the services of the Volunteers 
could be dispen with. He thought that within the 
next six months or 60, sold could be mus- 
tered out. But this was a matter which should be left 
largely to the administration. He understood it wae the 
intention to k about 20,000 men in the Philippines. 
Mr. Gorman (Dem., Md.). said that he had advocated 
an amendment to the bill which would provide in — 
terms for the reduction of the Army to from 25, to 
50,000 men by July’ 1 next, but owing to the representa- 
tions of the Army authorities he “would reserve ‘his 
amendment until the Army bill should come before the 
Senate. In this connection, he paid a high tribute to 
Adjt. Gén. Corbin,.and then proceeded to warn the coun- 


try againet the encroachments of the military element.

There was only slight opposition - 
to the meastre in the committee. e committee also 
agreed to report a bill in accordance with the recom+ 
mendations of the Secretary of the Na to authorize 
him to sell at auction certain of the auxiliary ships pur- 
chased during the war. 

The bill reviving the grade of Lieutenant General was 
reached on the Senate calendar on Tuesday, but it was 
passed over at the request of Mr. Cockrell. 

The House has passed the Senate bill for the relief of 
sailors in the merchant marine after striking out all pro- 
visions for imprisonment for desertion from a ship. It 
has also adopted a resolution apnroved by the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs, asking the Secretary of War to 
report the names of towns in Puerto Rico and the Phi- 
ippines that would require garrisons, and also what num- 
ber of troops would be necessary for the United States 
proper. ‘ 

Secretary Long has transmitted to Congress with his 
approval a bill providing for the creation of a permanent 
corps of Judge Advocates for the Navy. It provides for 
a Judge Advocate General with the rank of Captain and 
four Judge Advocates. The Judge Advocate General 
must be an officer of the corps and will hold that office 
four years. He may be recommissioned every four years 
in the President’s discretion. 

The Senate has adjourned until Monday. 

The Ways and Means Committee of the House has 
agreed to report a resolution for a holiday recess from 
Dec, 21 to Jan. 4. ‘

A Knoxville, Tenn., correspondent writes: The blouse- 
less, unkempt, and unshaved Volunteer soldier of 
Chickamauga would not be known as the neatly 
and groomed man on the streets of Knoxville. 
and men have entered into our social life in a delightful 
manner, and have shown themselves in every way en- 
titled to the honor of being officers and soldiers of the 
Volunteer Army of the United States. 





Some interesti statements by Dr. Schindler, “Mede- 
cin Principal de lere Classe” of the French army, are 
published in the columns of a foreign service contempor- 
ary. Dr. Schindler says: “If you wish to form an ac- 
eurate conception of the medical forces which will be 
mobilized when the next European war breaks out, you 
must bear in mind that out of every twenty men cross- 
ing the frontier one will be charged with the geotiel 
and only duty of providing the other jhineteen with the 
medical attention they will require.’ The “medical 
army,” which would take its place in the first line merely 
on the mobilization of the French forces, would contro! 
125 ambulances, 300 field and 25 base hospitals, besides 
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75 sanitary trains, ahd the weight of ecesings would 
be not inferior in round numbers to 2,000 tons! Its num- 
bers would include 6,745 officers, 600 men, 1 
horses, and 5,100 wagons—an army equal in numbers, if 
not superior, to that of the victors at Austerlitz, and 
about double that which was defeated at Froeschwiller! 
Dr. Schindler argues that this force of 75,000 men is 
practically combatant, and should have the same in- 
signia and flag, as the troops with whom they mingle on 
the field of battle, where they run the same riske and 
exhibit the same heroism as their comrades.

ARMOR AND ARMORED VBSSELS. 

The “Engineer” would like to see in armor tésts one 
shot used by all nations as a standard of comparison, and 
this would enable each maker to compare the behaviour 
of his plate with that of other plates which had been 
attacked with the same shot. Further, it would enable 
an estimate to be formed of the qualities of any other 
projectiles employed. It further recommends that plates 
be tested up to complete perforation. In thie it agrees 
wholly with the American authorities. Our contem- 
porary’s idea is to establish the comparative value of 
plates made in different countries. We doubt if that 
will ever be done or permitted. The plate which Krupp 
regards as his champion was 11.8 inches thick and was 
tested June 5, 1896, with the following results:

forated the Carnegie plate completely, but we are still 
unable to say how nearly this appro to perfora- 
tion.” The lish trial of a Cammill plate gave a fig- 
ure of merit of 2.08. The American plate with a figure 
of 2.41 was penetrated completely with some force to 
spare, 

The “Engineer,” in another article, says: “The broad 
fact that chiefly concerns ua from a gunnery point of 
view, is that 12-inch Krupp ates have defeated 12-inch 
projectiles under such conditions that it is obviously very 
improbable that this armor could be perforated in ac- 
tion. It follows ourely that nothing thicker than 12-inch 
of Krupp armor is likely to be employed in future de- 
signs; procepeenty, the saving of weight is likely to be 
utilized in other ways. 

“The introduction of Krupp process armor, coming, as 
it does, with the evidence from the Santiago fight as to 
the complete manner in which a ship is disabled by fire 
delivered on her upper structure, will, we think, surely 
cause a considerable extension of armor in the secondary 
parts, coupled with the disuse of wood.

Owing to the increased volume of quick- 
fire, with inereased explosive and incendiary power, 
coupled, on the other hand, with the growing hardness 
and toughness of armor, our ships are becoming much 
more completely sheathed in ay: and the armor is 
much thinner, while the guns have gone back from the 
few heavy pieces of the Thunderer and Inflexible to an 
armament corresponding in numbers much more nearly 
to those of the Warrior and Agincourt.”
